Lo.SDON, .July 20.— In the Court of Ap- 
peals, to-dity, the famous St. Paul's Catlie- 
tlral rcrcdoj case was dismisHod, with costs 
uguinBt llie appellants. Tliis c;i8e was the 
appeal of " Allcroft and otliera " against u 
decision of tho liishop of London, und has 
been a subject of interest to cluircliiuen and 
others siuca the litigation hejjkn, in 1888. 
The question raised wus »R to the legality of 
the figures in the reredos of tlis wall at tlie 
bacli of tho alt ir of St. Paul'a Cathedrul, 
the contention of the appellants bciuR that 
the sculptared figure* ofj Our Saviour and 
the V rgin Mary in. the) reredos were cal- 
culated ta ■Dcourage^:j3aper8tition and to 
augi^cet untawfal ideoil^-Ol devotioa. Tlie 
decision sustained ■ tbl^^Bishop, who helil 
that this contontioD wii|. not well founded, 
and BO insares the re^tlon of the figures 
in the reredos.

FROM THE MINES. 

A Budget of Intereittne Newa— Derelopments 
lu the Alnsworth nnd Lardeaa 
- Oonntry. 

Mr. Curpenter, of the firm of BarrcLt & 
Carpenter, Victoria, returned from the 
Maiuland, last night, and b-ings .some in- 
formation which will be of considerable 

interest to many readers of tho Colonist. 
He says tliut the mines nt Nelson are ul 
running very well, the Daudy aud the 
White Water (Mr. Goopel's), panning out 
in a ■pedially-Batisfaotory m.-\nner. So soon 
as the' Silver King is sold property will, it 
is said, double up in value. It is expected 
tha)> the mine will be sold within six 
months. K^a:rything looks healthy, and 
building goes on with rapidity. Tha new 
steamboat, the Nelson, will, it is expected, 
be completed verp shortly. There is excel- 
lent shooting in the ricinily. 

Tweaty-two prospectors liav« recently 
gone up into the Lardeau county, in wbicn 
$-(,000 will be sptiit in opening ap trails. 
Dry ore yielding fOO Ounces silver to the 
ton has b?eu struck. 

At Ainsworth (Flot Sp ings Camp) the 
town site is situated on the west side of 
Kootenay I^ake and is on tho mountain side. 
Although Honiowhat hillj- there is plenty of 
land suitable for building purposes and the 
main street, running from the lake up the 
hill, is do'.ted on both sides with hotels, 
stores and resiliences. Messrs. Grson & 
Fink and Lindsay have fine siores on a side 
street — Wright street— running parallel 
with the laki. This street is pertectly lerel 
its whole length. Houses aud cabins are 
scattered all over the hill side, the popula- 
tion being about three hundred. The 
inhabitants of Ainsworth, however, are 
miners pure and simple and a mining town 
AiiHWortli will be. Tho mines are great, 
the formulior. being almost identical with 
that of the llroken Hill District in New 
.South Wales. There aresonio 530 prospecis 
Among the moat prominent are the No. 
One, Skyline, United, lirao. Fourth, (12 
feet, silver ore, high grade, 120 oz; lead, lij 
to 05 por cent. ), the Tenderfoot, Crescent, 
Neosho, Dictator, Little Donald, Bluebell, 
Kootenay Chief, and the Tarn O'Shfinter, 
Glengarry, Old Timer, flap, nnd On I)i;cU. 
Of these the Skyline, 'J'uiii O'Sli.uitor and 
No. One produce dry ore, carrying over 100 
ounc-s to the ton in silver. 

All these mines are thoroughly es'ali- 
liahed, «nd, no doubt, arc big prop-i ! i':s. 
The other day there wds struck in No. One 
a seven-foot lead.ruiiniiigvery strong in wiro- 
Fil\ er, souje of it I uiiniog 1,000 ounces to 
the ton, and averagiiig ."lOl). I'^v.ryone I 
met in .Siifdiaiie coniircted \vifli ininiiig wan 
enlhusiiisi ic, ami said that it only needeil 
reciprocity or the lilting of tlio .Mclvmley 
tarill' to niuke Hot Sprimis tlio higgeel min- 
ing district in tlio North-West I here is 
more ore in the Hot .Springs District than 
in Toad Mountain, tluiULdi, of course, the 
.Silver King leads all the mines, tit present, 
ill llic country. 

Among ihe owners in Ifol .Spri'gs are 
the Hrvel.stoke .Mining Co., the I'auilic liiil- 
lion Mining (^0., .Messrs. Ashwortli, the 
Columbia Mining Co., the I'^nipire Consoli- 
dated .Miiung Co , llie Skyline Consolidated 
Mining Co., Lillle Donald Mining Co., the 
Fourth Mining Co., btsiHes several private 
owners from Spokane and liultu, and a few 
British Ccduuihia owners. 

" One gruit thing, in my opinion," says 
Mr. Carpenter, " in favor of Hot Springs, 
is tliu fact that it ia an isolnte.t spot. Th ■■ 
C. 1*. R. own no land and have no iiiflucr.je. 
It is quite refreshing to find a spot free from 
this railroad conip'iny, fortravellingthrough 
Kooteuoy it is perfectly discoaraging. Eii- 
(|uire to whom a fine piece of fanning land, 
or a timber bolt, or available townsite be- 
long, and to be invariably told, " oh, that's 
one of the C. P. R- blocks. '

A Large iloiililcr. 

Mr. J. W. Fleming has a gang cf \'> men, 
stone cutters and quarry men, cutting up a 
large boulder for the new Driard hotel nnd 
several other buildings that are going up in 
Victoria. This miinininth stone is 40 feet 
long, 30 feet wide and 25 feet thick. Tliere 
arc about 30,000 fcot of granite in it, and 
allowing 12 cubio feet to the ton, it will 
vteigh 24 tons. It was inbedded, in soft 
black soil, very easy to shovel uway from 
iisHiiies. It is situate in the centre of the 
Chinaman's ranch about Imlf way between 
the ceiii- t.ery and Oak llay. Mr. Fleming 
iiil ends to cut some monumenli out of it 
and .liio them to Scuttle, Tacoma und 
Pprtland.

Ottawa, July 20.— The Queen has sent 
an autograph letter to Baroness Macdonald 
expressing sympathy in the loss of her hus- 
band, and acknowledging the services ren- 
dered by him to Canada and the Empire. 

The Quadra, tha new -steamer for the 
Government service in the waters of British 
Columbia, will be launched next week. 
Government has filed a claim for damages 
for the contractors' delay in handing over 
the vessel. 

I |Tbe revenue from Chinese immigration 
ut Vancouver for June was 91S,05S, an in- 
crease of five times over the eorrespoudiug 
month last year.

To es- 
cape Siberia, which wa.s inevitable in the 
event of his capture, he llt-d from city to 
oily, but was constantly pursued. Ho was 
finally taken prisoner, beaten and in other 
ways treated most inhumanly and prepared 
for Siberia. He again escaped, and after 
much siiflFcring and great hardships reached 
Ifimlairj,', from whence lie was asdited to 
this country. His savings of six year.i were 
taken from hiin by his captors in Russia, 
unl he came here penniless, hence his de- 
tention. He Is very iiiucli all'eeted to find 
that he will be riiturned to I'airope after all 
his sulTeriiigs and arduous etlorts to reach 
America. He says that If he is caught in 
Russia again he will be surely ])ut to dcalli. 
'J'lio other imuiigiaMts tell siiiill ir stories. 
'Che .Jewish society have taken hold of these 
cases, and it is likely they will succeed in 
jgetling permission for their landing.

Fadear has been the fortunate 
linder of several large nuggets of gold at 
Louise Creek, on the North Thompson. It 
is Scdd that the nuggets must have come 
from some ledge near by, as when picked 
up they were quite rusty. 

The wild raspberry crop in the vicinity 
of Rcvelstoke is large this year, and the 
berries are improvini; with the dry warm 
weatner. Quantities are shipped out of 
daily. 

Haymaking is being actively carried on 
throughout the Vernon district, under very 
ftivorable weather. The crop so far aver- 
ages 2i tons to the acre. A good deal of 
fall wheat is being cut for hay. Fall 
wheat will be harvested on most ranches 
next week. 

Mr. J. Bouchcrie has sold to Mr. A. Le- 
fovro his ranch of ICO acres at the Mission, 
together with 230 head of cattle and eight 
work horses, for the sum of §10,000. He 
lives on his farm of 040 acres across the 
lake, opposite the Mission, near the Indian 
reserve. 

The new bridge has been com])Ieted at 
O.ssooyos Lake, which will [irovc a great 
convenience to the settlers of the di-strlct . 
Mr. Rhodes was the contractor, and has 
done his work very creditably, (jrcat dis- 
appointment is, however, felt that the 
promlseil furtuiglitly mall service has not 
materialized.

Sad End of :i .lolly Yachting; 
Party on Sundiiy After- 
noon. 

Only OiiQ l^cisou Lvl't Out of Six 
to Tell tlu! 'J'<'rribIo Ex- 
jierieuce. 

One of llie saddest and most Icn-iblo 
iKjciilenta that liave oceui'red in tlie tiuigli- 
horliood of Victoria, befel a yacliting parly 
that sailed out Sunday afternoon. The cat- 
boat Phic, was capsized about two miles ofT 
Brotchie'a Ledge at 5:10 o'clock in the 
afternuou, and five people lost their lives, 
only one, Kdward Jilutch, being rescued. 
Tliose drowned were J. II. ICdu-arda iind 
two sons, aged 1 1 and I'i; William Morrison, 
aged 26 years, and Gna Molnnes, about L'G 
yeara. Edward Mutcb formed tlic si.xtli 
member of the party, and be was rescued 
by a crew from tlie U.S.S. .\Iari<in 
in a half dead condition. Tlie look 
out on the .\hii'ion sif^lited tin 
wreck shortly after G o'clock and a Miudl 
boat was at once dispiUcbed to the relief of 
tlie suH'erers. Mntcli wa.s found in an al 
most uncouscioiia condition clinging to tli 
traveller of the cat bout, and one of the 
Kduarda' boys M'as eiilangleil in the sheet.i 
of tlie niiiets. When rc.Hcued, young 
I'Mwards was alive, but ho ditd soon after 
being taken nn liiiard the iniiii of ■ wur. 

It is very proliable that ho perished from 
the cold and exposure, as he was ubuvo 
water all ^lie time. jMutch, when taken 
aboard the wur vessel, becNinio unconscious, 
and did not recover until yesterday morn- 
ing. The atteulioii he received on 
board the M rion from the .Surgepn 
and crew wua all that saved his life. Ke 
was sent ashore about 9 o'cloclc Yi'stonl iy 
morning, fully recovered and but little the 
worse for his fearful experience. In con- 
versation with u Cui.iiNi.sT reporter, he de- 
scribed his fearful experience : 

"About 4 o'clock, .Sunday afternoon," 
said he, "Mr. Edwards, Morrison, Mc- 
Inues and myself went to ^IcLuosh's boul- 
bousc and hired a sail-boat, the Plui;. We 
started for the outer harbor, and, when 
nearly out, came back to Che foot of John- 
son 8tre>et, at Mr. Edwards' reqaest, for the 
two boys. After getting tbein we sailed 
out. When near the U. S. man-of-war I 
gave the boat to Mclnnes, who had been 
beseeching me to let him sail it. 
I hated to let any one but myself 
sail the boat, as it wiis rather 
rough outside, but McTnncs declared that 
he was used to a boat and knew all about 
it, and sailed it so well for several miles 
that I became reas-ured 'ind felt secure. 

" I had get but little .sleep the night he- 
fore and was dozing when Mclnnes turned 
tlie Ijoat and nuide a tack. His^ellort woke 
me, and 1 saw him attempting to bring the 
boat about without slacking away his sail. 
I made a grab I' v the sheet to let go the 
sail, but wus too late, and the boat cap- 
sized, throwing us all into I lie water. The 
ballast in the boat moved forward, and she 
went down bow hist, and stern up. The 
entire party clung to her. .She sank abuut 
four feet and remained stationary. Her 
mast was .ibout two feel out of n'ater. The 
two boys were clinging to thu mast, and 
I and the three men wore 
holding on to the iron traveller 
at the stern of the boat. We \icre all cool 
and calm and Kdwards asked me how long 
the boat would hold u-i up. I (old him 
that it could not sink any further, and 
that if wo could only liold on we were all 
right. 

The first man to go was Ous. Mclnnc?. 
He gave up aliout, hve minutes after the 
accident and sank before us nil. Morrison 
went next and then Mr. Kdwards. Thi 
body of Kdvvurds only sank about a foot 
and renin ined nlongsidi; the sloop nearly an 
hour. The two boys reiiiained until near 
the end. 1 do not believe either of tliem 
was drowned but think they perished 
from cold and exposure. It was awful out 
there, and I am sure it was only my own 
immense strength that enabled me 
to lost . out until I was rescued by 
the sailors from the Marion. I was 
conscious all the time and hold by one hand 
to the boat. Whvn that became numb and 
tired I M'ould hold by the other. The 
steamer Geo. E. Starr passed me, but did 
not see me, and then I did not expect any 
aid until the Kingston came out. 1 knew it 
left the wharf at S.-TO o'clock, and was in 
hopes of bting able to hang on until that 
time and that she would see me. " Lucky 
for me, however, the look out on the IJ..S..S. 
Marion saw the wreck, ami the sailors cume 
to my rescue. I wa.sjiisl a'ive when they 
came and could no; have liehl on much 
longer." 

The boy, Edwards, was ent uiglcd in the 
ropes when the s lilois ri^aclicd thi; « ri:ck 
He was iinriui-cioUK, but alive. .Vll ellorts 
lo resuscitate him were futile, and he died 
sliortly after being taken on board the 
warship. Mutch and Mclimes were em 
ployees of ,Mr. Ihoderick the stevedore 
Kdwai'ds was an lOnglishin in, who arriveil 
hi re about ten days ago with his two buys 
He hud recently hist his wife, and had cnim 
over here to start a jewelleiy store in Vie 
torin. Morrison, who was also a jeweler 
acoonipunied him for the pnipose of en 
gaging in his service. All of the parties 
were stopping at the Occidental. The body 
of the boy was taken to Locklinrt's under- 
taking rooms, and an inijuest will be held 
this afternoon. 

The vicinity of the accident was thor- 
(Highly patrolled yesterday by I he provincial 
])olice, but no other bodies were recovered,

Some people liavo a very simple way of 
disposing of a theory or a scheme that docs 
not meet with their approbation. They 
forthwith declare that those who hold it or 
advocate it are fools and cranks. This is 
ainiplo, wo say, but it ia not altogether aat- 
isfaolory. It may hai)pen that tlio theory 
■or the s^iicmo is above the comprehension 
-of the objector, or ho may have undertaken 
to pronounce upon something that he has 
not enquired into or thought about, aud of 
which he, consequently, knows nothing. 
It is Btraiii^e to him, and because it is 
strange he ridicules and condemns it,. The 
philosopher who tells an ignorant clown 
that the earth ia round ia laughed at by the 
man he tries to instruct. Tell him that the 
earth, which he knows to be flat, is round ! 
What nonsense I The fellow who does so 
must bo noth'ng else but a crank and a 
fool. Ili^toiy tolls us that the sage who 
tried to niako the men of his generation be- 
lieve that tho world moved was imprisoned 
as a heretic and a blasphemer. There are, 
-we have the best authority for believing, a 
■certain class of persons who are wise in 
Iheir own conceit. 

llie Federation of the Uritish Empire ia 
a comparatively new idea. Those who hear 
for the first time that there are men who 
propose to unite the countriea which form 
the British Empire into one great federa- 
tion, under one gorernnicnt, having a com- 
mon policy as regards the outside world and 
perhaps a common trade policy, look upon 
the project «a a wild and visionary one 
that can never be put into practice.

On the contrary, he apikolothcnicourtcoualy, 
aud he appeared impressed with tho iini)or- 
tance of the work they were endo.ivoring to 
advance. Ho told them that *'tho problem 
before them iuvolved nothing more nor less 
thon the future of the British Empire " — 
that it ia a problem tliat requires for its 
solution not only the " liiglie,-t patrioliam, 
but al-io the tho strongest intellect of our 
time." If Sir Charles Tupper has become 
an Imperial FRderatiouist he will find him- 
self in oxcelleut company, and if he addres- 
ses himself to tho solution of the problem 
that rci|uiif.s tho higlicsl patriotism as well 
as Ihe .strongest intoUoct of our lime, he 
could not bo better employed.

not lose sight of tlie fact that a very great 
part of it was not contracted by any gov- 
ernmont of the Dominion. Il will lie ro- 
nuMijliori'd lh:it when llio proviiicta of 
liriti.-h North .Auurioa luiltod under line 
Fedorjl ( lovonunoiit , that guvcrnniont. as- 
sunud tlio public debts of the ditrercnt 
provinces. These debts amounted to §7"),- 
7-8,000. .Since then the Dominion (lovein 
mont has taken over or allowed for SI50,71.'t,- 
ODDniore. Here we ha vcS10G,t7 1 ,OU0, which 
f jriiis part of the present debt, that was nol 
coiilraolcd by the Federal tioveiiinienl at 
all. This taken from the present 
debt of the Dominion, 8237,500,000, 
leaves the debt contracted by the 
Federal (iovernnient to bo SI. '51, 029,000. 
15ut this ia not uU. The Dojuiniou Govern- 
ment pays to each of the provinces every 
year quite a cousidciablo subsidy. In this 
tlie Dominion Federal system ditFers from 
that of the United States, In the Great 
Republic the Customs and E.icise duties 
c illected in the several Slates go into the 
Federal Treasury, aa they do in Canada, but 
they get no cash piyinents from that Treas- 
ury. The sulisiilios received by the pro- 
vinces have, since Coufedcratioii, amounted 
to the very krge sum of $34,276,000. If 
this further sum ia deducted from the debt 
there would only be left^B, 759,000. This is 
how the Canadidn debt would stand to-duy 
if the Dominion had not uasumed tho debts 
of the province.', and had not paid subsidies 
to them out of the Federal Treasury. It 
would have expended quite aa much on 
public works and on all departments of the 
Government as it has expended and its 
public debt would be less than $47,000,000. 

This, it seema to ns, ia a very good 
answer to those who draw compariaona 
between tho United States system and that 
of Canada, We bnlieve that the Canadian 
system is preferable to that of the United 
States. If the provinces did not get sub- 
sidies from the Federal Government they 
would have to raise all that is rec|uire<l for 
the maintenance of the Local Government 
by local taxation. This would be found to 
be burdensome. In the neighboring repub- 
lic each State has to raise every dollar it 
requires for local purposes, and for some 
services which with us the Federal Govern- 
ment supports, \\hilo it does not got a cent 
from the I'tderal Treasury. luiinense sums 
go to \\'ashington every ycar-f^om the Cus- 
tom Mouses, the Excise Oflicea and the Post 
Ollicea of the Union, but nothing eomcs 
back in the shape- of subsidy. State taxa- 



municipal taxes to pay besides. It is of 
course no favor for the people of the Cana- 
dian I'niviuccB to gel suhaidies out of tlic 
Fe leral Ti easui y. The money is their own 
and ihey have a right to it. But in the 
United States although duties are hiehcr 
than they are here, the people of the diflfer- 
eiit .States get none of it back directly, and 
precious lillle iudirtclly. The " billion 
dollar Congress " has Icainod tho art of ex- 
pending the people's money lavishly, while 
at the same time doing the least possib'e 
good to the people.

Professor 
wSeely, who is lookoil upon by iMiglish spcak- 
iiig men, everywhere, as one of the moat 
enlightened men of the age, is a zealou.s fcd- 
erationisb, so is Lord Aberdeen, so ia Lord 
B 'assy, so is Lord Winohelsea, so is Mr. 
Morion Frcwcii, so ia Sir John Colomhe, to 
is Mr. Howard Vincent, and hundreds more 
of all parlies and r.uiks, who are very far 
from being rfgaidcd as fouls and cranks in 
the circles in which they move. In Canada, 
in Australia, in Cape Colony, and in tho 
other British dspendenoies, tho men who 
favor Imperial Federation, and who are 
working to bring it about, are not the least 
intelligent or the weakest minded to be 
found in the several conimunitica of which 
(,hey arc members. On the contrary they 
are, taken as a whole, superior men. Anyone 
who wouldsetdnwnPrincipalGrantof Queen's 
College, Kingston as a fool or a craidt would 
not, in any part of the Dominion, be looked 
upon as being a very good judge of men. 
Yet Principal (jrant is a Htrong believer in 
Imperial Federation. And he i» a fair 
Hpocimeiiof Canadian Imperial Federation- 
ists. Thoy are not all as nblo and as well- 
known as he, hut they are uclivc-mindod, 
thinking, well-informed men, and who, as re- 
gards intelligence and dislntoroatod patriot- 
ism, rank far higher than.the average poli- 
tician.

THE CHILIAN STRUOOLE. 

The condition of tilings in Chili is bettir 
understood now in Europe and America 
than it was some months ago. It is now 

known that iho struggle ia between the 
Coiigi !■ for the rights of the people, and 
President Balmaceda, who is endeavoring to 
maintain himself and hia friends in ]>ouer 
by unconstitutional means. Intelligent Eng- 
lish residents in Chili say that populur 
government in that country is a delusion. 
The government of the day manage tho 
idoctiona: 

"Though on paper," '.Vu Old Ilesldent' 
writes in the Contemporary lleview, "a 
republic with a constitution philosophically 
admirable, (^hili has never known what it 
is to enjoy freedom of election, '['here are 
liublic voting tables, no doubt, and candi- 
dates of rival political parties and all out- 
ward show of a democratic election. lJut 
this is all u delusion. The ICteuutive, by 
a variety of such arlntrary and corrupt 
practices, as the straining of tho laws 
against riot, the multiplication of Urn crn- 
incnt employes bound to vole for the em- 
ployment of Government candidates, and 
tho substitution of fictitious for genuine 
voting papers, have for years habitually 
controlled the results of the eleolions just 
as certainly as if tho President and bis secre- 
tary sat in the library at the Monoda in 
Santiago and made out for thoui» elves a 
list of Bcnuors and deputies for tho now 
Congress." 

If tho people were intelligent and 
valueil their political rights and 
privileges highly, they would very H3on 
teach tho Onvcrnmont that it could not play 
tricks with the representation in this fashion 



with impunity. But thoy are not intelli- 
gent, tho only value that a very large pro- 
portion of them put upon their votes is a 
money value. The elootor^, being ignorant 
and corrupt, Balmaceda and his predeces- 
sors, have had everything pretty much their 
own way at the polls. But it was somewhat 
different when tho Proaident tried to en- 
croach upon the powers of Congreaa. That 
body contained a number of intelli- 
gent and patriotic men ..; .who, had 
become wearied of Balniacoda's despotic 
methods. When the struggle for power 
Iietwceu the President and the Congre-is 
began, the Congre5a seemed to have the host 
of it. He, in conformity with tho wishes 
tf the majority, aelectod a Ministry in 
which thoy bad confidence, but after a very 
little while ho slighted and flouted his con- 
stitutional advisers in tho most cmspicuous 
and insulting way, so thai nolhiii.g was left 
for them but to resign. Then came a ilead- 
look, for Congress stopped the supplies. 
Balmaceda then set about currying on the 
Government without the aid of Congreaa, 
so th'it nothing .was left to the representa- 
tives of the peojile but tamely to submit or to 
resort to arms. They cliote tlui latter 
course. Tho urniy itiod by Kaltnaceda, 
while the navy took tho part of the Con- 
gress. The army in Chili is compoaed of 
the scum of society. The men are not en- 
listed, they are tivkcn by force, hand- 
oull'ed and driven to tlie barracks. It is 
said thai n:aiiy of tho Dictator's olHcers were 
taken out of the goals, where they had 
been imprisoned for ofi'euces of dififorent 
kinds. If "A Resident's" description of 
the Chilean, army is anything like correct it 
ia composeii of the worst kind of material, 
aud very little dependence can be placed on 
it. 'I'lie navy, on the other hand, is manned 
by much belter men. Tho sailors are 
voluotecrs and well drilled, aud the oOi- 
cers are gentlemen who are highly educated 
and have seen something of the world out- 
side of Chili. 

The navy might have taken Valparaiso at 
the beginning of the struggle, but il missed 
tho opportunity. It did take Iiiuiqui, 
which is the northern seaport of tho coun- 
try, and tho place where tho nitrate ia 
shipped ; and by aid of the ships the Parlia° 
mentary army was able to get possession of 
the province of Tarapaca, the richest in 
Chili. This ia the nitrate district from 
which the Government raised the greater 
part of its revenue. Balmaceda haa not 
been able to retake that province. Ue has 
on his side the ragamuffin army and 
the unscrupulous politicians of the country. 
Arrayed against him are the respectable 
classes and the na%-y. The Parliamentarhitis 
have been able to arm a large number of 
men, and it ia likely that their land force ia 
now equal to Balmuceda'» in nnmbcrs, and 
superior to it in morale. The navy reiiiuina 
loyal to Congress. .So, on tho whole, the 
prospect is tlial Congress -Rill in time gain 
tho day.

Friucipal UcLeod's Ghargfes SeTired 
— l^'nnda Needed to Condnct 
the Schools. 
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Tho new Board of School trustees met, 

hist evening, in tho municipal court room, 
Cliaiiniun llayward presiding, and Trustees 
.McLaughlan, Jcssop, McConuan, Saunders, 
Morrow and Richards present. It was the 
tirst meeting nf the new hoard, and Chair- 
man Hayward addressed the trustees ns 
follows ; " As ynur chairman I thot:ght it 
desirable to call you together as soon as 
possible after the full board had been con- 
stituted, in order that tho necessary work of 
orgaiii/.iiig and preparing for the reopening 
of our |)ublic schools, 14 duys lieuco, might 
be at once proceeded with, and ttlso moie 
pill tieulai ly because the " new school act " 
will, I um afraid, be found so deficient, in 
many essential particulars, that our labors 
(It ilieouiset will be much more tedious and 
dillicult than would bo naturally anticipat- 
ed. These iliHiculties, however, must be 
met ,111(1 dealt with in some way, and 1 con- 
lideiitly hope and believe that we shall all 
strive logelliur, in haimony, to arrive at a 
eonclnsioii that will insure foi- all 
the public schouls in this impor- 
tant distii.l till' highest slate of ellleieucy 
that the means al line (li,-])osal will allow. 

.\fter the nieeliiig was e.dleil to order, ex- 
Trustee ICisUino was selected as bcerclary 
;)ri), if in. 

Tne letter of Mi.ss ]''ruiiees Anowsmilh, 
of the Hillside ward school, asking bir leave 
(if ab-enec, was rtad, and the leiine-t for a 
siihstituto was gianud. .Miss .Arrowsniilh 
has gone to Kngiand on a vae.it ion trip. 

.Miss Arinsliong, of the girls' central 
school, a{)plied tor leave of absence until 
the end ot August, ami recommended us a 
substitute a young lady from New Bruns- 
wick. The application was granted, but 
the Pioard decided to fill the vacancy for 
the school from local teachers. 

The aiiplication of Mr. Robert Butler, of 
the dailies Bay .Methodist church, asking 
tor the use of the James Bay ward school, 
for Sunday evenings, for cluireh service, 
was read. The request wiis granted. 

Tho McLeod matter was next brought up 
iind the secretary read the resolution of the 
old board on the question. Trustee Mc- 
Connan objected to the matter being 
brought up. He thought it was an old sore 
that should not be brought up again 
Trustee Richards on the other hand thought 
tbe|publio were deeply interested in the 
mutter and moved that Mr. McLeod's letter 
bo read. If the teacher was right it was 
tho duty of the board to uphold him, 

Trustee McLaughlan seconded the motion 
anil said that the matter was of the utmost 
importance. Grave charges had been made 
and if the principal was right he should be 
listened to, and the boartl should uphold 
him. M Principal Mcl.cod wms right 
he should receive the support of 
the board. Trustee Richards moved 
that the letter of Principal Mc- 
Leod be received, and that Mr. McLeod 
mul Superintendent Pope be rcfjueated to 
meet the board one week hence to answer 
the charges. 

Trustee McCornan thought that the mat- 
ter should not be hrou).ht up at all. He did 
not think tiic board could compel the super- 
intendent of schools to cnmo before it and 
answer lo it. He thought the school board 
should drop the matter entirely, as il was 
probably out of its province. 

Trustee McLaughlan did not agree with 
ilr. McConniin. He claimed the net de- 
fined eicpi casly the dulies of the .Superin- 
tendent of Kdiicatioii, one of which was to 
go before the trustees when required. The 
act reipiired him to do all in his power to 
maintain tho eliicicncy of the tchonis, and 
ihia school was the most important one in 
the province ; ho therefore thought the 
superintendent should be requested to meet 
the boaid and answer the charges made by 
Principal McLeod, 

Ti'usiee Richards' motion prevailed. 

Uu motion of Trustee Richaids, the fol- 
lowing coinmfciee was appointed to forinii- 
Ute lules and regulations, und consult with 
tho Attorney-General as to legal questions : 
Ti iistees Richards, Jessop and McLaughlan. 

Finances were next discussed, and the 
(piestinn of funds necessary lo conduct the 
schools was a serious one, The boaiil had 
no funds on hand, and, under the act, it 
could not apply until January .31st, next, to 
the Council for any money. 

The matter was linally disposed 
of by the follnwiiig resolution, 
iiitrndnceil by Trustee .McLaiiglilaii : — 
Whereas, there are no funds at the dispo-al 
of the school Ir nslees lo iiiei:t the incidental 
expenses of the schools of this city ; and 
wherciis, we are not cinpowercd by the 
School .Act to draw on the City Council for 
sueh incidental expenses unl il .1 dunary ;ilst. 

Resolved,— That tho Council of Public 
Instiuetiun be respectfully informed that 
we desire of that Cmincil a sum sullicient to 
nieel the incidental expenses of this board 
till the .'Ust of ..anuary, 1892. And further, 
that .S|i,5U0 would not bo un over-estimate 
of those expenses. 

The board adjourned, to meet again next 
Monday evening, at 8 o'clock.

Saturday, were granted a few duya longer 
lease of life in order to permit t'.iem to 
marry. M. Dicbler, son and assistant to the 
famous M. Lel'aris, executioner, \va.s pre- 
sent Saturday morning, expecting to per- 
form the fatal ceremony, and a large crowtl 
bad gathered outside the prison. \Viieu the 
news of the reprieve was made public tlie 
crowd howled in disappointment, hut their 
bloodthirsty appetite will not long remain 
unsatiated, as the execution will certainly 
take place next week. 

SpurErou'n CaiHliliiiu liiiiiroTliiR. 

London, July lit.— Th(> omdition of Rev. 
C. H. Spurgcon is nmoh improved. Mr. 
Glad3t<ino wrote him a letter saying that, 
thougli in liis own darkened homo he had 
read witli sad interest tlie ai;count of 
Spurgcon's illness, he must send liim an 
acUiiowledgement of his cordial admiration 
of the great preacher's power and unfailing 
Christian chnracter. Mrs. Spurgeon replied 
thanking him, and Mr. Spurgeou added a 
postscript: "Yours is the word of lore, 
such as those only write who have been in 
the King's country and seen much of His 
face." 

A Fine Ualrlmoulal Catch. 

London, July 19. — It is stated thit the 
late Duke of Bedford arranged a dower of 
£50,000 upon his wife's cousin, Miss Riiclicl 
Gurney, whose betrothal to the young Karl 
Dudley, ia now Biuiounced. Miss Gurney 's 
father is also a wealthy man, and the earl 
has made quite a catcli, financially speak- 
inp, though of course the match is giveu 
out to be une of love pure and simple. 

Geueral Elretlon Kxpcclfd Next Year. 

London, July 10. — Some reports of Chief 
Secretary Halfour's recent speech represent 
him as asserting positively that a general 
election would take place in the autumn of 
189"2. Tho statement of tlie secretary on 
this point was really so qualilicd as to be 
indefinite, ond it nuglit be taken to mean 
much or little. Nevertheless few politi- 
ticiana doubt that the general election will 
occur in 1892. 

Purncll's XewcnsUc Jlcelliis. 

London, July 19.— Mr. Parnell's meeting 
at Newcastle, yesterday evening, was very 
disappointing to the ex-leader in respect of 
attendance, the hall being only two-thirds 

filled. It must have also been rather morti- 
fying to .Mr. I'arncll to .'ind that no Irish- 
man of local prnniinence was present, and 
that it was necessary to make a .Sunderland 
man chairman. Mr. Parnell's speech was 
repeatedly interrupted by irrelevant inqui- 
ries after the health of '• Kitty," for inlor- 
niation concerning w hom several members 
of the ttudieucB seemed (luilo interested at 
limes, when in the ordinary course of things 
applause would have been in order. Mis- 
chief makers soldoni failed to raise a cheer 
for Ciladstono, iiiid the demonstialion made 
by the disturbers wus at least as noisy as 
that made by the supporters of the speaker, 
ilr. I'arnell indulged in severe abuse of 
the Liberals, as usual since his misfortunes 
begun, but exempted John Morlcy from (he 
Other Gladatoniaus. ilr. Morley will iior- 
baps prefer to have been abused along «'itli 
the other objects of Parnell's hatred, for the 
orator did him anything but a favor by de- 
claring Morley told him last autumn that 
he feared (jladstone's homo rule hill would 
cause anger and surprise uniong Irishmen. 
A denial from Mr. Slorley may now be ex- 
pected unless that gentleman thinks Par- 
nell's statements no longer worth notice. 

A Tale itt i'nieUy. 

London, .luly III. — Four of the crew of 
tho British ship New York, of Liverpool, 
landed at Plymouth, Saturday, ina wretch- 
ed plight. The vessel sailed from Swansea, 
Wales, Febrnaiy o, for .San Francisco, luden 
with coal. On A[)iil 'M she was wreckeil 
ou New Year's Island, in the .South .■Vtlan- 
tic, anil one of the crow was drowned. 'ri)c 
men managed to get to .Slaten Jslaiid, 
where, instead of being succored, they wore 
treated with great cruelty. The governor 
of the island showed tlicin no mercy what- 
ever, refused to give thcin clothing and 
compelled tlieni, though they were bare- 
footed, to drug lumber through the snow as 
thepiiceof tlie small supjjly of food he 
gave them. They escaped from these hard- 
ships and proceeded to Ooshooia, whore for 
five weeks they fared shamefully. They 
succeeded in niaking their escape from this 
place, and after five days' travel, during 
which they suffered terribly, they arrived 
at Sandy Point in a thoroughly miserable 
condition. Thence they were sent homo by 
the British consul.

THE SITUATION AT NEWCASTLE. 

riie Dynnmlte .Scare SubsiaiiiK-Slrlkcrs Dis- 
claim All Kuowlt ilKn of llie AH'alr— 
Extra Precautions Taken. 

Nkwcastj.i;, July 19. — After the dyna- 
niile excitement of Friday it seems remark- 
iible that the trouble, which ap|)e:ir. d 
imminent, shonhl so Eonn abate. This 
audilen (luieling down, it is feared, ia por- 
tentous of further trouble. 

The strikers disclaim any knowledge of 
the affair, and say they caiinnt jiossibly con- 
ceive who the perpetrators of this outrage 
can bo. When asked if it could not have 
been one of their number, wdio did it for a 
personal afl'ront, they said possibly ; that 
among any large number of men, you would 
find some who would not scruple to do such 
things. 

The deputies are quietly working uj, the 
the case, and are contident they can got 
conclusive evidence against three men, who, 
they aver, were mixed up in it, Tho work 
of repairing is already going on, and, in a 
few days, the houses will be in shape uguin. 
Coupling this outrage with the faC of the 
breaking into the powder house at the clay 
works near Franklin several duys since, 
leads one to believe (and many are of the 
opinion) that the attempt at blowing up the 
houses was premeditated, and strengthens 
the rumor now in tho air, that the strikcis 
of all the camps are in league, and that if 
any large outbreak occurs they will act in 
concert. 

The negroes will move from their quarters 
at the mines, to the town, on Monday. 
Several strikers say they cannot live there 
in peace, and, if they attempt to take pos- 
session of the houses of the company, some 
of which sre oucnpied ut present by strikers, 
they will nuke the town too hot to hold 
them. 

Extra precautions have been taken at the 
niiues, and every caro is taken to prevent 
a repetition of the stoning of yesterday 
morning. 

The deputies and tho militia are all of 
the opinion that, as sonii as the militia is 
gone, tho strikers will cause unceasing 
trouble, either acting together or single- 
bunded, and that 3U deputies arc not too 
many to be stationed here. 



MAKING CLAY PIPES, 

How and "Wlioro Tliry Arc Mnnufacturoa 
—An Interestliit; Process. 

Charles W. Maxwell of Strawbridge, 
Miss., in conversation with a St. Louis 

Star-Sayings reporter said: 

"It is'popuhirly bcliuvcMl that all clay 
pipes are either made in Kurope or from 
clay brought from the other heinisi)licre, 
but such is not the case, ;is a very hirge 
share of the clay pipes made in America 
are from clay found at and near Wood- 
bridg'e, N. J. The clay comes by tl>c 
carload and tlie first .step toward pre 
paring it for molding is to suUicieiitly 
daiiipeii it with water to mtike it plia- 
ble. T'his is done by pUtein;,'- it in a 
tank, v\ here it soitks for about twenty- 
four hours. It is then hammered with 
iron bars, thus ridding it of any lumps 
or dry chunks. Then the molding be- 
gins. The workmtin takes a lump of 
clay in each hand and by stiueeziiif^ and 
rolling it nicdds the pieces into a rough 
.stem tiluuil threi' times as large !is the 
finished pipe .stem, liavinf^ a rough ball 
at its end. These rolls, as they are 
called, are piled on wooden trays, six- 
teen to etieli tray, after which they are 
dried, either by the sun or by tirtifieitil 
means, iieeordiiig to the weather. After 
litiving bi'en dried, not to hardness liut 
siUiii,'ie:itly to dispose of all siiperlhious 
ilainpiies.s, the rolls are ready to luive 
the stem drilled and the bowl formed. 
To drill the stem the workman holds a 
small iron rod the size of the stwn holes, 
and with his left hand pulls the clay 
roll over the rod instead of shoving- the 
rod through the stem. To do this the 
workman is guided .solely by the sense 
Df touch in his linger tips, and that 
sense is so accurate that the hole is in- 
variably made correctly. The ball at 
the end of the roll is turned up, and 
then roll ;ind rod tire placed in an irmi 
matrix whii h presses the pliable clay 
into the desired outside pattern. The 
matrix and its contents arc placed iiiti 
hand press, and tho worlcman, by pull- 
ing a lever, forms the hole of the pipe 
bowl. The molded pipe, stUl soft and 
plial.ile, then ptusses to the hands of the 
trimmer gnrls, who .scrape oil' the super- 
fluous clay, making the joints of the 
matrLx. Then the pipes are placed in 
lire-proof clay sagger and the loaded 
s-agg-ers are placed in a large furnace. 
This funiaee has eight flues at the bot- 
tom, ami till' six sheets of llaiue :tt the 
bottom e(Uieeiilrate at the tup, thus 
making the lu^tit even llinuighiuit. 
Until the pipes go into the furnace they 
are blue in color, but when they come 
out they are pure white."

"With the march of republican ideas, 
ti; loyalty Is every year becoming mora 
omamontal than useful. All that the 

people roquirc nowadays is that the 
royal rulers and the nobility shall make 
thc'insclvos us obscnre as possible, and 
l;oop in the background when matters 
of public mouaont are in question. 
'Therofure. it is with somo surprise, 

VVitos N. S. Adler in Golden Days, we 
lieiir of a titled personage doinp some- 
tliini^' useful, as in the ease of I'rinee 
Jlejiry o£ Orleans, who, in company 

*^ with Mr. r.onvalot, a French explorer, 
has crossed central Asia and performed 
a most notable jom-ney. 
. The two men left Paris in .luly. iss'.i, 
and returned in December, isuo, aft<T 
an absence of seventeen inontbs. 'riu'.v 
traveled to Russian Turkestan by the 
Transeaspian railroad; thence pa.ssinij 
thnmi.,'-!! llokhara and Saniar, they 
reachetl the t'hiiu-se frontier at Ivulja, 
where tliey org-anized a ciiravau for 
their march throuf,'h the westi rn (imv- 
inces of the Chinese empire. 'I'lie Chi- 
.nese trovernment placed noohstructions 
in their U'ay, and the re;d diilieulties of 
the journe\' did not befriu until they 
reach, -d llie fannuis Lalce i,i>b Nor, di.-^- 
eo\c:-cd liy the cx-plorci- I 'rcj.'\-al> Icy , 
ami .started southward toward Lha.ssa, 
over a route never followed by a Eu- 
ropean. 

t'udeti'rred Tiy the failure of ovory 
previdus e.-cploror since- the days of lino 
and (laliet to reach this forl)idde;i, sa- 
cred city of the ijuddbists, they set out 
over the plateau, at an elevation of 
twelve thousand feet above the sea, far 
from any inhabited center, and traveled 
southward for two months and a half, 
until they came almost to the threshold 
of the Mecca of the Ihiddhists. 

On Ihi' way tlu-y were dependent for 
awliile for food upon the flesh of some 
sheep they had taken with them, and 
they drank tea made of melted ice, 
which was found to be very salt. Still 
they pushed on, and the nearer they ap- 
proached the famous city, the hiyher 
trrew their hopes mat they woukl bo 
the fii'st to break down the barriers 
wliich had kept all Europeans out. Kour 
times Prejevalsky had tried to accom- 
plish this same feat. Once his provis- 
^fiona gave out, compelling him to re- 
"treat. Another time he was attacked 
by a force of Thibetans and driven 
away. . • 

On another occasion the authorities of 
Lhassa threatened his party with death 
unless they retraced their steps. Not 
long- ago, also, Mr. Curey, the English 
explorer, set out for Lhassa, only to be 
defeated like his predecessors. The 
I'onvalot party, however, pushed stead- 
ily on, and were not broug-ht to a halt 
wntil they were within a day's march 
on horseback of Lhassa. When llnallv 

they stood on the banlcs of Tengri Nor, 
they suddenly found insurmountable ob- 
stacles before thom. The authcrities of 
Lhassa had learned of their appro.ach, 
, and sent them a peremptory command 
to turn back or perish. 

The explorers could almost have seen 
the sacred city, had it iu)t been lor the 
mouiilaius in the way, and we can im- 
a;^ino their disappointment ^vhen they 
found lliemselves defeated after endtir- 
ing terrible hardships for months in the 
'effort to penetrate to Lhassa. They did 
all they could to conciliate the ruler.'s, 
but in vain. Every overture was stern- 
ly repulsed. The nef^otiations lasted 
for several days. Finally, however, the 
authorities consented to sell to tlie cx- 
Xilorers a few horses and j'aks to bear 
baggage and facilitate their eastern 
journey. The Thibetans were probably 
very glad to get rid of the Europeans, 
and to help them for an ample consider- 
ation to get out <if the country where 
there u-a.s no welcome for them. 

From a ^geographical point of view 
itliis joiu'iiey to the neighborhood of 
Lhassa was of considerable importance. 
■The party traveled through a region 
south of r>ob Nor, which was almost a 
white sjiace on our maps, and they 
found there an uidcno,vn chain of 
mountains runninj,'' parallel with the 
Himalayas, and nearly as lofty. In 
their opinion tliese mountains in their 
highest summits reach an elevation 
of from twenty thousand to tw(!nty-five 
thousand feet. Prince neni-y <'hris- 
toncd the highest peaks with French 
n:inics. 'I'liey were within siglit of 
these mountains for lifteen day.s, and 
Baw them extending across their ti'ack 
like an immense white barrier. 

It was some time before they found 
a ptiss tliiiiugh the mountains wlucli 
enabled them to go to Tengri Nor. 
.Their march to the frontier of the Chi- 
nese province of Yunnan wa.s very try- 
ing, At last, after having been seven 
moaths without any communication 
with Europeans, the party reached the 
first French station on the frontier of 
Toiitiuiii. Here they found an ollicer 
and a few sohlii'rs, who were very much 
^amazed at tlic . arrival of llie shall.erc<l 
ij^ravan. The sui)plics of the jjart.y 
were now nearly exhaiisti'd, and in 
their attire and appearance tiiey 
showed the terrible hardships they had 
undergone. 

^Vllen thej- reached the Tonrjuin 
frontier they were in ready touch ^vith 
civilization, v. hicli could not liave l)e<;n 
said before the French occupancy n 
few years ago. They had reached the 
famous Red river of Tonquin, where a 
white man's life would not have boon 
eafe for a moment until (|uite reeentl^''; 
but now everything is [X'aeefiU there^ 
and the river is busy with eonnnerce- 
Tho French have organized a system of 
junk.s, which maintain regtdar commu- 
nication between tho different posts 
along tho river. After four days' jour*- 
jK-y on one of these junks tho party 
rcftchod Hanoi, where they were able 
toon after to take a .■itetiraship for 
liomc- It is tho most notewortliy ex- 
pedition that has traveled through 
central Asia sinoo Frejevslsky'i lust 
joixrneyl
